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MORGAN HI ENDS 
SEASON WITH WIN 
OVER M.M.I. HERE 

Devils Hold Gate 
City To 7-6 Win 
In Friday’s Game 

(By Rudy Franklin) 

The Morgan Blues really put 
the finishing touch on their ’53 
season as they plastered a weak 
M.M.I. team 33-7 here Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. The victory evened 
the Devils season record at 4 
wins, 4 losses and 1 tie. 

The contest started slowly and 
had the appearance of a close 
battle, but the powerful Morgan 
offense began rolling during the 
second period and turned the af¬ 
fair into a lopsided victory for 
the home standing Devils. 

Four of the five Morgan touch¬ 
downs were punched across by 
their flashy fullback, Dale De¬ 
hart. Dehart, playing his last 
high school football game, cracked 
the M.M.I. line wide open as he 
reeled off 156 of the 247 rushing 
yards chalked up by the Devils, 
plus a 52-yard touchdown sprint 
that was nullified by a penalty. 

Morgan opened their scoring 
early in the first quarter. After 
recovering a fumble on the M.M.I. 
46, they drove in seven plays to 
pay dirt. Halfback Sammy Hill 
made the payoff sprint on an off- 
tackle slant from the 6. The extra 
point was added by Lykins as the 
Devils took an early 7-0 lead. 

Millersburg’s only touchdown 
was scored minutes after the fol¬ 
lowing kickoff. After taking the 
ball on their own 27, the visiting 
Cadets moved with harmony as 
they covered the distance in just 
nine plays. Quarterback Correll 
made the scoring sprint on an 
end run from the 3. Only one 
other time did the Cadets threat¬ 
en. The threat ended, however, 
as time ran out with the Cadets 
only two yards from scoring. 

Morgan scoring resulted on 
drives of 64 and 42 yards in the 
first and second quarters respec¬ 
tively, a 53-yard sprint by Dehart 
in the third quarter, a 12-yard 
return of a pass interception by 
Dehart during the fourth period, 
and on a 47-yard pass play from 
Lykins to Dehart also in the final 
quarter. Extra points were made 
„n rans by Halfbacks Lykins and 
Clarence Williams and on a pass 
from Lykins to Dehart. 

A fourth quarter touchdown 
with only minutes remaining, 
provided the visiting Catlettsburg 
Wildcats with a narrow 7-6 vic¬ 
tory over surprisingly tough Mor¬ 
gan County here Friday night. 

The Morgan team had taken a 
6-0 lead just 6 plays earlier. Af¬ 
ter Stacy’s remarkable punt of 
48 yards rolled out of bounds on 
the Catlettsburg one-foot line, the 
Catlettsburg team moved to the 
6 and then fumbled with Stacy 
recovering for the Devils. Then 
following Dehart’s plunge to the 
4, Halfback Glenn Lykins swept 
his own right end for the re¬ 
maining distance to the touch¬ 
down land. The extra point which 
was later to prove the determin¬ 
ing factor in the contest, was 
nullified when Lykins attempted 
place kick veered wide to the 
right of the intended mark. 

The Devils then kicked off to 
the Wildcats who as a result of a 
fine return by Cassell brought 
the ball back to the 46 yard 
marker. Three running trys gave 
the visitors a first down on the 
Morgan 42. 

The Morgan lads weary from 
lack of replacements, were weak¬ 
ening fast and it was only a ques¬ 
tion of time, of which there was 
only about 3 minutes left. 

The next play saw Quarter¬ 
back Curt Cassell connect on a 
23-yard pass to end Jim Jordan 
for another Wildcat first down 
on the Morgan 19. Fullback Paul 
Sloan, who was one of the bright 
spots on Coach Charlie Snyder’s 
crew, found a hole over tackle on 
the next attempt and raced to the 
Morgan 6. Sloan went the dis¬ 
tance on the next play as ha 
plunged over with the tying tally.

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Twelve Morgan Calves Return $2600 
From Maysviile 4-H Show and Sale 


Twelve Morgan county 4-H 
club members took a beef calf 
each to the Maysviile Baby Beef 
Show and Sale last week and 
brought back the haPers and 
$2,605.68 The calves sold for a 
total of S2.342.52, net, and the 
boys and girls earned $263.16 in 
prizes. 

Including prizes earned at the 
Morgan County Fair, t.ne 12 boys 
and girls received a total of 
$2,725.00 for their projects. Their 
expenses including the cost of the 
calves, feed, bought or raised, 
nurse cows, pasture and hauling 
charges, amounted to SI,954.36. 
This left a net profit of $771.32 
or $64.27 per calf . 

Ten of the 12 members made a 
profit. Two lost money, one of 
them only 82 cents. 

Jimmie Lee Benton of Index 
led the group in net profit. He 
bought a thin but healthy, well- 
built and well-bred Herefcrdbull 
calf that was three months old 
when he got it in January. He 
put it on a nurse cow until June 
30. He fed it calf pe’lets at first. 
Later, he used sweet feed, crushed 


corn and cotton seed meal. He 
kept salt and minerals by it. His | 
total expenses amounted to $151.- 
23. He sold the calf for $258.30 
and earned $98.86 in prizes to 
make a net profit of $205.93.

William Tackett, 33, Morehead 
restaurant operator who had beer 
freed of two murder charges 
within the year, was shot and 
killed at the home of his father 
in Morehead Monday. 

Roy Gastineau, 40, reported to 
be a good friend of Tackett, sur¬ 
rendered to Morehead police a 
few minutes after the shooting, 
saying “I had to do it.” 

Six bullets from a .38 revolver 
entered Tackett’s body. 

Tackett was freed three weeks 
ago in Morgan circuit court of the 
slaying Aug. 20, 1952 of Pearl 
Fitch, 42, of Knott county whose 
body was found on the Wrigley 
Hill eight miles north of West 
Liberty. The indictment was dis¬ 
missed because of insufficient 
evidence. Last May he was ac¬ 
quitted in Rowan circuit court of 
the murder of Heber A. Slater of 
j Charleston, W. Va. The shooting 
1 took place in front of Tackett’s 
restaurant and Tackett pleaded 
self defense.

Democrats gained two major j 
victories in New Jersey and elect¬

! York City and Governor of Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Although Eisenhower carried j 
New Jersey by 250,000 last year, 
the State elected a Democratic | 
governor by 160,000 Tuesday, the 
first time in 10 years, and elected 
a Democrat to Congress for the 
first time since the district was 
established in 1932. 

Robert Wagner, Jr., son of the 
late New Deal Democrat Senator 
from New York was elected 
mayor of New York City by a 
plurality of 360,000. 

And in Virginia, which went j 
fo Eisenhower last year. Demo¬ 
crat Thomas Stanley defeated his 
Republican opponent, who had 
the Eisenhower blessing, by some 
45.000. 

Chairman Leonard W. Hail of 
the Republican National Com- ( 
mittee frankly acknowledged that ] 
the double-barreled Democratic 
triumph in New Jersey and Dem¬ 
ocratic victories in New York 
City and Virginia were a blow to 
the Grand Old Party. 

"There is no question about it,” ! 
Hall said. “As of today, we are i 
in trouble politically.” 

The upsets in New Jersey and , 
New York came two weeks after 
the 11th District in Wisconsin i 
eiected its first Democrat Con¬ 
gressman in history.

County Agent Discusses Selling 
Livestock or Buying More Feed 


Morgan County 4-H club mem¬ 
bers came away with three dis¬ 
trict project championships at the 
District 4-H Achievement Day, 
which was held at Prestonsburg 
October 13. They received cham¬ 
pionship awards in the beef, can¬ 
ning and room improvement 
projects. 

The district beef championship 
was won by Jimmie Benton of 
the Cannel City club. Jimmie is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Bishop 
Benton of Index. He raised a 
purebred Hereford steer this year 
and showed him to the champion¬ 
ship of the 4-H beef ring and the 
special Hereford 


Farmers owning cattle, sheep 
or hogs should talk to County 
Agent Dixon about the drouth 
feed situation. He has recently 
received from the Animal Hus¬ 
bandry Department at the Uni¬ 
versity valuable information on 
getting stock through the winter. 

Some farmers are faced with 
the question of selling stock, 
rather than buying feed to get 
the animals through until spring. 
Farmers should take inventories 
of their feed supply, wna: they 
will need to buy, and which cat¬ 
tle or other stock they should 
sell. 

Good breeding animals should 
br carried through, if at all pos¬ 
sible, County Agent Dixon said. 
Hay and other roughage can 


make up most of the winter feed. 
He has information on various 
rations for cows, calves, steers 
that can be carried through to 
another season, dairy cows, hogs 
and sheep. 

This may be a good time. Rice 
said, to sell shy breeders, dis¬ 
eased animals, old stuff, off-type 
cattle and cattle that sell well as 
feeders or light slaughter cattle. 
However, he does not advise sell¬ 
ing animals that could be used to 
b ;:lt up good herds and flocks 
ncit season, if feed can be had to 
carry them through the winter.

prices skidded another 2 percent 
last month, dropping the farmer 
to the lowest rung he has occu¬ 
pied on the economic ladder 
since 1941, the Agriculture De¬ 
partment reported today. 

Cattle prices fell an average of 
7 percent a hundred pounds. They 
stood at 71 percent of the so- 
called fair parity price. 

Prices paid out by farmers from 
mid-September to mid-October 
fell one third of a percent. But 
since the farmer’s prices fell even 
more, the net result was that he 
was less well off. 

Average farm prices stood at 
91 percent of parity on October 
15, the lowest since May 1941. 
That compared with 92 percent 
of parity on September 15 and 
99 percent a year ago. 

The all-time high was 122 per¬ 
cent of parity in October 1946.

Senator Earle C. Clements (D- 
KyjMonday made public the con¬ 
tents of a letter transmitted to 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. 
Benson by him on Saturday, urg¬ 
ing that the recently announced 
plan for reorganizing the Soil 
Conservation Service be deferred 
until Congress has had an oppor¬ 
tunity to study the plan when it 
convenes in January. Senator 
Clements’ urged Benson to pre¬ 
sent the reorganization proposal 
to Congress for specific consider¬ 
ation and action before definite 
steps are taken toward putting it 
into effect. 

In discussing his letter to Sec¬ 
retary Benson, Senator Clements 
explained that the announcement 
concerning the proposed changes 
in the Soil Conservation Service,

The consumer price index in¬ 
creased two-tenths of a percent 
during September to reach an all- 
time high of 115.2 percent of the 
1947-49 average, the Labor De¬ 
partment’s Eureau of Labor Sta¬ 
tistics reported last week. 

It was the seventh straight 
month in which the cost of living 
has inched upward. 

The index—a composite of av¬ 
erage retail prices paid for basic 
goods and services in 46 cities— 
crept to 115.2 percent of the 1947- 
1949 average. 

The index now stands a per¬ 
cent higher than it did a year 
ago and 13.2 percent above the 
pre-Korean War level of June 

1950. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported that food prices, which 
make up about a third of the in¬ 
dex, dropped a fraction between 
August and September. 

But this was more than offset 
by increases in the cost of cloth¬ 
ing, housing, medical attention, 
beauty-shop services and other 
personal care, recreation and 
transportation.

Kentucky Ready To Aid 
U. S. In Drouth Relief 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Nov. 1— 
Governor Wetherby and Com¬ 
missioner of Agriculture Ben S. 
Adams notified federal officials 
that Kentucky is ready to send a 
a representative to advise with 
the U. S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture on details of the drouth re¬ 
lief program in 27 counties of the 
State already declared drouth- 
disaster areas. 

The program, generally, calls 
for farmers to be able to buy feed 
at reduced prices and to obtain 
favorable freight rates on such 
shipments. But details of the pro¬ 
gram, to be administered jointly 
by both federal and state agen¬ 
cies, have yet to be unfolded by 
the U. S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture.

The hospitals have been at ca¬ 
pacity for more than a year, he 
said, and out-patient clinics are 
treating more than 1,700 patients 
each month.

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TUESDAY’S ELECTION 


The large number of voters taking part in the 
election in Morgan county Tuesday when there 
were only two candidates in the county outside 
of West Liberty indicates good citizenship and 
willingness to assume and to express their views 
by voting. 


The right of suffrage is the cornerstone of 
freedom and democracy. There can be no free¬ 
dom or democracy unless the voters have the 
right to vote as they wish and go to the polls 
and act. 


Secretary - of Agriculture Ezra Benson, who 
has been described by President Eisenhower as 
a “dedicated man,” is opposed to the idea of price 
supports for farmers and to production and 
marketing controls, which arc mainstays of the 
present federal farm program Thus it should 
not be surprising if the farm program is de¬ 
stroyed. Mr. Benson is “dedicated” against it. 

Even if the present farm program is extended 
by Congress, as it likely will be, Mr. Benson, or 
a like-minded successor, can destroy its effec¬ 
tiveness. He can destroy it through reorganization 
by taking policy-making out of the hands of 
farmer committees and centralizing it in the 
hands of his administrators in Washington. He 
can destroy' it through administrative orders, 
such as the one which would require hurley 
growers to comply with all acreage allotments 
on basic crops to be eligible for price supports 
on their tobacco crops. 


Another indication and evidence of their 
interest and thinking was the overwhelming vote 
in favor of the school amendment when only a

While in Los Angeles this sum- 
«oer we had the pleasure o t 
■pending a week with Madeleine 
E'ouchaux, noted California poet 
and artist. Before we left she 
pave us autographer copies of her 
poems, “Potpourri” and her “First 
Aid for Limping Verse.” The 
last mentioned book is really a 
textbook gem for beginning poets. 
I should like to take time and 
apace here to recommend it to 
1LM. readers. 

Within the space of twelve 
short pages, Miss Fouchaux packs 
a volume of useful advice and in- 
Aormation. She not only names 
Hie various poetic feet, she also 
illustrates each one in clear, read¬ 
able, original poetry. In the first 
section of the book, “For Trou¬ 
bled Feet,” she takes up the poetic 
feet one at a time. She illus¬ 
trates the Iambus with the fol¬ 
lowing couplet: 

“As even-paced the poet walks 

He moves in tempo with iambic 

He moves in tempo withiambic 
song.” 

The trochee: 

“Now he passes through tri¬ 
umphal arches; 

Trochees time his steps and so 
he marches.” 

The ana pest: 

“Then he hops and he skips to 


, the anapest’s tune 

Like a frisky young lamb in 
the meadow in June.” 

And so runs the thread of the 
entire book. Instead of going 
into a long description as to how 
the iambic foot should be used 
for “even-paced” poetry, she 
writes an iambic couplet which 
tells and at the same time shows 
how the iambus is used. In a 
similar manner she tells and 
shows how the trochee marches, 
how the anapest skips and how 
the dactyl goes “waltzing and 
tripping,” then she shows how 
these various feet may be mixed 
“in a smooth blend” in the same 
poem. 

In the section titled, “For Rest¬ 
less Rhymes,” Miss Fouchaux 
gives valuable first aid in regard 
to rhyme, consonance, assonance, 
and the masculine and feminine 
ending. For example, in speak¬ 
ing of “True Rhyme Vs. Identity,” 
she says: 

“Renew and blue, as rhymes, 
are true. 

Identities are blew and blue; 

Like crew-accrue, they’ll never I 
do.” 

In referring to masculine and} 
feminine endings she says: 

“A ‘masculine’ ending is how I

Some Farmers Already 
Stripping Their Tobacco 

The long drouth has been fine 
weather for curing tobacco but it 
is now a detriment to stripping 
operations. 

However, some Elliott farmers 
are bringing their leal “in case” 
by artificial means and some are 
about through stripping. Milt 
Fraley, manager of the PMA of¬ 
fice, says some 200 or 300 farm¬ 
ers in the county are stripping 
their tobacco after damoer.ing it. 

One method is to take the 
sticks of tobacco out of the bam 
at night and hang on scaffolds to 
get the dew. Then they strip it 
next day. 

Others are using hand sprays 
to dampen the tobacco early in 
the morning when they can get 
it down out of the bam without 
too much damage. The leaf is 
then covered to hold the damp¬ 
ness during the day, and stripped 
the next day.

cording to reports from all over 
the county, and an average price 
of 52c to 53c is predicted. This 
would figure the crop value at 
$1,035,266. 

But, even though the leaf is 
thin this year, it is weighing much 
heavier, than anticipated. Thus 
the yield per acre may go above 
the estimate of 1,455 pounds. 

In Elliott 1326 farmers owned 
alloted bases this year, but only 
1289 of them produced tobacco. 
The total base acreage is 1419.4 
acres, but only 1341.2 of the base 
acreage was tended in tobacco 
this year. • 

However, five farmers grew 3.3 
acres without bases and 53 farm¬ 
ers have indicated they will sell 
tobacco in excess of their allot¬ 
ments by paying the government 
penalty. Two hundred and 83 
farmers were measured in excess 
of their allotments but 219 of 
these have destroyed their excess 
production and will receive their 
“within marketing” quota cards. 

Burley experts advise farmers 
to take good care of their tobacco 
by stripping and grading it prop¬ 
erly for the market. They al¬ 
ready have their crop in the 
barns, but haphazard grading of
